news received in China was 


distributed by Reuters or by the Ger- 
man agency Osiasiasche Lloyd or by 
the Japanese Agency Kokusal. 
In 


spite of the fact that American news 
has been made available, tho news 
printed In the far east has been large- 
ly limited to reports of crime and cor- 
ruption. 
During the early months of 


the wnr the committee on public In-' 
formation 
established 
an 
American 


news agency which, though the Chi- 
nese people have been led to misun- 
derstand us, leaped into instant popu- 
larity. 
After the armistice, when gov- 


ernment funds were no longer avail- 
able, American business men founded 
a corporation to maintain tho Ameri- 
can news agency with private capi- 
tal. This organization Intends to car- 
ry out advertising campaigns, to trans- 
late and publish American books, col- 
lect crop reports and to distribute Am- 
erican seeds to Chinese farmers.—Tho 
Nation's Business for November.

MILL WORKERS 


Never in the history of the Commonwealth of Massa- 


chusetts has the Republican parly, so flagrantly as this 
year under ihe lead of Calvin Coolidge, befogged the real 
issues and tried to cover up under a so-called "law and 
order" platform.

They paid- such small, 
starvation wages that the people employed as mill 
operatives could not support their families. 


The operatives' ten-year-old children were obliged 


to work like slaves in the mills and were denied educa- 
tional advantages. Thousands unfortunately never grew 
up. They were so poorly clad, ill-nourished) that they soon 
became victims of tuberculosis and other wasting diseases. 
What .did the mill owners care? Children to them were 
mer^ chattels. The ordinary mill worker today remem- 
bers vividly these terrible conditions, brought about by 
Republican control in the State of Massachusetts. Tlie 
same mill owners are spending thousands of dollars lo 
elect Calvin Coolidge. 


Neither William M. Wood nor Ihe other mill officials 


have ever been real friends of the working people. If the 
mill owners, who^are today backing Calvin Coolidge, had 
their way, the operatives would be working from fourteen 
lo sixteen hours a day under unsatisfactory conditions. 
Thanks to the unions, changes have been brought about. 


The owners of ihe wooien and colton mills control 


about everything. They are among the big stockholders 
of the street railway systems. They scheme and connive 
to get a ten-cent fare and high prices from the workers. 


Richard H. Long has always been a friend of labor. 


He is the first manufacturer in this Stale to grant an eight- 
hour day, and now his employes at his big factories at 
Framingham work but five days a week and receive six 
days' pay. Prussian autocratic methods will soon be a 
tiling of Ihe past in mill cities of Massachusetts.

Communist Party Consists 


of 
Three Per Cent of 


Petrograd's Population 


LONDON, Oct. IS 
(By Associated 


Press).—The communist party, which 
controls Petrograd with an Iron hand, 
consists of only about three per cent 
of Petrograd's population. 
Even that 


small ratio is maintained with 
diffi- 


culty, according to'Paul Dukes, a Brit- 
ish secret agent, who has Just returned 
to London from Russia. 


Mr. Dukes told the Associated Press 


that he succeeded ID Joining a com- 
munist council and knows the inside 
workings of the party. The communist 
government rules only by terrorism and 
tho Russians have been so cowed that 
they fear to rise up and show their 
strength, he says. 
, 


"Last July the communists in Petro 


grad numbered about 8000," said Dukes. 
"Some undoubtedly were Idealistic but 
a great many were unscrupulous men 
who joined to rob or to savo themselves 
and their property. This lbad' element 
became so strong that the leaders de- 
cided to purge the party of 'undesir- 
ables' and as a result almost half the 
names were struck oft the books and a 
new system of admitting members put 
Into effect. 


"To join the party a man needed the 


endorsement of two communists and 
It was stipulated that should he prove 
disloyal to the movement his endors- 
ers should be held responsible, which 
usually means death, hence mere were 
few endorsers and the ranks of the 
party remained far below what the 
leaders desired.
